Esteem of Scholars 


The easiest but laziest way in 
this rapidly changing world, 
however, is to assume that 
other peoples are and behave 
just like oneself. This is some- 
thing entirely different from 
belief in man’s equality as a 
rational being. 


For instance, the American 
respect of the ability to make 
money is nothing rational to 
o*her peoples. It may be the 
upshot of free competition in 
America, may be rational as 
such but scandalous in the 
eyes of some other peoples. 
Western wealth itself may be 
viewed by Afro-Asian peoples as 
the product of colonialism. 

In Japan, scholars are held 
in high esteem and business- 
men fall far behind. The Japa- 
nese esteem of scholars appear 
too high, when a university pro- 
fessor’s political opinion, out- 
side his area of specialization, 
is received as authoritative in 
this country. This is another 
instance that cannot be under-

When the American way of 
life can be admired by foreign- 
ers, it is not surprising that it 
gives a sense of security and 
satisfaction to the Americans 
themselves. But when it comes 
to understanding of a foreign 
people, their attachment to the 
American way of life, especial- 
ly in terms of material comfort, 
poses perhaps the greatest hind- 
rance. 

This, it seems, is now under- 
stood by an increasing number 
of Americans, and President 
John F. Kennedy in his Peace 
Corps program has called upon 
young Americans to share the 
conditions of local life in the 
Afro-Asian countriess. 

It is rather amazing, however, 
that the American sense of se- 
curity and satisfaction, though 
not complacency, cannot be 
shaken by nothing short of a 
calamity. Something like the 
Russian success in the astronaut 
program seems far too insuffi- 
cient. Self-confidence is good 
but it can also breed self-righte- 
ousness. 

Japan, on the other hand, has 
plenty of insecurity. The sense 
of insecurity in the cold war is 
just a recent addition. Tradi-
